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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Claims 1-3 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: regarding claim 1 , the prior art does not suggest the 5-in-1 connector as 
claimed, including the combination of all the claimed elements, the combination 
including three insertion slots which include a slot common to CF and MD cards, a slot 
common to SD and MMC cards and a slot for MS cards, where each insertion slot is 
provided with a contact pin set which extends toward a bottom and a rear side of the 
cartridge to connect and fix to a circuit as claimed.
